Fremiams are offered bv tbeman- 


agerH of agnoaltaral societies to in- 
dnoe owners of good stock to exhibit 
them at the fair* of these societies. 
There are many considerations of 
pnblio interest io favor of such exhi- 
bitions. 
One is to awaken in the 


spectators generally a greater inter- 
est in the improvement of stock of 
all kinds. This awakening is desira- 
ble for the reason that there is mnoh 
more profit, and consequently ranch 
asere prosperity to the community, 
in raising good stock tban in raising 
inferior atock. 
It costs no more to 


raise a colt that will sell for $500 
than it does to raise one that will on- 
ly aell for $50. 
If a stock breeder 


raises tea colts a year, he will there- 
r~~iore realize ten times as moob for 


(hem if they are worth $500 apiece 
than if they were worth bat 850 
apiece—a difference of $4,500 a year 
in profits. 
The presentation of snob 


•considerations can in no other way 
tie made to a whole eommnnity of 
•toekraiaers with so mnoh vividness, 
and in no other way can so lasting 
impressions of snob considerations 
be fixed upon tbeir miads as by the 
•exhibition of good stock at our agri- 
•onltaral fain, where everybody will 
see thorn and learn to admire them. 
Those who are engaged in raising in- 
ferior stock, and who always find it a 
non paying business, wiil be made to 
see in this way the ferae oaose of their 
want of pecuniary aaoeess in the bus 
iness and the troe oaase why those 
who raise none bat good stock suc- 
ceed so mnoh better than they. Of 
coatbe the same reasoning we have

sometimes meet people who maintain. 
or attempt to do so, that none bnt 
the rich can afford to raise thorough 
bred stock. 
When they go to the 


merit, here is one of the bettt oppor- 
tunities for learning jnst what yon 
want to know and what may be of 
great value to know. The judges are 
selected because of their practical 
knowledge upon these very matters; 
because they are good judges of thor- 
oughbred stallions. Their derisions 
are answers to the questions in an 
authorative way, and therefore vain- 
able. 
Bnt the stallions have only 


been so far considered individually 
and independently of tbeir stock-get- 
ting qualities, llany a good stallion 
to look at is not a goodwire. Thence 
a further test is provided for, and an 
opportunity afforded to compare the 
colts of the one with the colts of the 
other, to teat your own judgment by 
comparing it with that of ethers and 
with the decision of the judges. If 
yon are interested in raising good 
roadsters, good horses of all work, 
or fast trotters, or draft hones, the 
same opportunity is offered for the 
exercise of judgment upon each and 
all these classes as on thoroughbreds. 
Bo with reference to cattle of all 
breeds and classes. The Shorthorns 
compete against each other by age 
and sex, herds and in families—so of 
tba Jerseys and all other distinct 
breeds. 
Tho same with sheep and 


swine and all other domestic animals. 
One well conducted fair, where all 
the different breeds of stock are 
shown in tbeir different classes as we 
have indicated, is worth more to a 
sprctator who is really and earnestly 
seeking information in stock matters, 
than a year's reading of the best 
books published on the subject. A 
week's time at our State Fair, for in- 
stance, studying stock alone, is worth 
more to snob a person than a jonrney 
all over the State or United States 
visiting the stock farms and stock 
men of the whole country. 
The 


stock interest in California is grow 
ing faster than any other material 
interest in the State, and every man 
that owns land or that expects to is 
interested or may be in this business. 
Every man at least wants to be a good 
judge of stock, particularly of the 
borne. A theoretical judgment is no 
judgment at all. 
A practical, dis- 


criminating judgment is the only one 
that can be of any value. 
This can 


only be obtained by embracing snob 
opportunities as our stock fairs afford 
of pompmson of animals and com- 
parison of opinions.—Record-Union, 
7th. 


fairs, it is true they generally find 
(those who are well off the exhibitors 
of the best stock. 
Bnt why is this? 


It is because they have earned that 
•this kind of stock is the best kind of 
stock to get rich on. 
Most of them 


learned this fact when they were poor, 
and by practicing upon the lessons 
they then learned they have become 
lion. Facts like this are often dem 
«ns> rated at oar stock shows and ag- 
cicnltural fairs. 


Another consideration of public 


interest in favor of such exhibitions 
is in the opportunity they afford for 
general and correct information as to 
what is good stock generally, and as 
to what conatir ntos superiority among 
good stock. For it must ba remem- 
bered that while there aro ccruin 
breedH of horses, cattle, sheep and 
bug* that arc as breeds or as classes 
superior to otber breeds or classes, 
there is a great difference between 
the different individuals of these 
bre«*ls. And here comes in the com- ___ o.. 
petition and 'be opportunity of learn- [ cheap. 
ing what peculiarities go to make up 
this difference — this superiority one 
to the other 
To illustrate— say at

A Little "Job" Claimed. 


Tho C-irso'i Ti-i'j" ii of Momliy 


evening, in its account of tbe San- 
day races at tho Carsou track has the 
[ollowiog to say: 


But now came the steal of the day. 


Certair. parties from Beno made a 
match race for 8100 between the trot- 
ters Morgan aod Cook, the former to 
go to wagon and the latter to harness. 
Thinking all wan on tbe square the 
society agreed to Rive an additional 
$100. 
Tom Noroross drove Cook, 


aod one French, Morgan. Pool sell- 
ing was lively, aod it was noticed that 
certain parties were buying up all the 
pools on Morgan. The fire', heat was 
taken easily by Jim Cook. In tbe 
second boat Morgan took the van 
and kept it to the outcome. Cook in- 
dulging in a series of breaks Trom 
one end of tbe track to the other. 
Cook pool buyers smelt a large sized 
"job," and made complaint that tbe 
white faced horse was not being 
driven squarely. The Judges, after a 
short consultation, concluded that all 
was not right, and announced that 
Dan Denniaon would drive Cook in 
tbe 
succeeding heats. 
This an- 


nouncement gave great satisfaction, 
and a nheer of approval went up from 
tbe assembled orowd. The insiders 
were now on tbe anxious seat, and 
one after another filed into the 
Judges' Stand, protesting against a 
change of drivers, and one tna<lo a 
written protest declaring that he 
Knew tbe race to to a "steal," and 
asked that all pools lie dcclareu off. 
The Judges overruled tbe protest 
and tbe race went t»>. Donnison 
drove Cook for all tUat wan in him, 
and won the beat by a abort length. 
Dan again pillotted Cook to victory 
in the tifth beat, eroding the winning 
goal fonr lengths ahead of Morgan, 
winner of the race and spoiler of a 
"job" pot up to rob unsuspecting 
pool buyers and rain the track. The 
jobbers were fairly caught in their 
own trap, and. by the nation of the 
Judges, the Society and track gained 
a reputation that will work to their 
advantage in the future. 


Those who pat up the "steal" are 


now working desperately to have the 
Trustees declare the pools off 
We 


hope the Trustees will have stamina 
enough to stand by tho Judges, and 
not only pay the pools, but fine all 
concerned heavily and rule them off 
tbe track. Their punishment cannot 
be too severe. 


P S —Tbe Trustees met this after 


noon and sustained tbe action of tbe 
Judges, so all pools on th« Cook- 
Morgan race will be paid this even- 
ing 
The Trustees also ruled Tom 


Norcross and Allen Bragg off tbe 
track. 


We have not soen Mr. Noroross to 


obtain bis version of tLe affair, and 
we are loth to believe that any Beno- 
ite would attempt ouch a dirty trick 
as is alleged. Mr. Bragg claims that 
he is as innocent as a babe unborn. 
He says that he sold Morgan to Nor- 
cross for the race for €75, and be 
himself had nothing to do with the 
rac», and so told two of the Judges 
at the time, and when asked by par- 
ties who wanted to buy pools what to 
do declined to give any advice or ex- 
press his opinion, 


We have seen Noroross and be tells 


us that instead of the Renoites pat- 
ting up any job it was tbe Carnonites 
who put it op and get away with it; 
that Hill, Pantlind, and otbers of the 
Carson Society, after buying lots of 
pools on Cook, had Dennison put up 
to drive him, knowing that his driv- 
ing would be equal to two or three 
seconds in the race, which it was, 
and they thereby won, despite a pro 
test, declaring the pools should fol- 
low the race.
